Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claim 14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection set forth 
in this Office action. 

2. Claim 14 is allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious a method of testing a document for at least one of the properties 
thereof, the document being provided with an electrically conductive security material, an 
optically variable device and with a metallic security thread comprising the steps of deriving a 
first signal representative of the conductivity of a conductive element, deriving a second signal 
by comparing an optical signal with a reference signal, the first and second signals establishing a 
main code as a function of their mathematical relationship, and using the main code and a third 
signal derived from an authenticity test of the metallic security thread to derive a fourth signal, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

3. Claims 15-21 are allowable because their limitations are dependent on the limitations of 
independent claim 14.
